DAMAGES AWARDED.

The hearing was concluded, on the question 
of damages, in the cate of Meehan v.

The defendant traversed the cause of 
action, denied negligence, and pleadéd con- 
tributory negligence on the part of the plain- 
tiffs. 

There were five actions arising out of the 
accident, and all were tried together. 

On Wednesday the jury found for the plain- 
tiffs on the question of negligence, and now 
found on the question of damages—£225 for 
John O'Brien, owner of the damaged taxi- 
cab; £120 for Joseph Grant, and each, 
by consent, to the three other plaintiffs—J, 
Meehan, turf commission agent; J. Meehan, 
hbookmaker's clerk, and homas Freeman, 
bookmaker’s clerk—for persona] injuries.

The ee | anny 
Loughrey, of Clenmany, Co. Donegal, claimed 
a declaration that under a patent dated 11th 
December, 1856, granted to Michael Loughrey, 
the is entitled to have and to hold markets 
on the lands of Dunally, in the town of Clon- 
many, Co. Donegal; and an injunction re- 
straining the defendants, Edward F. Doherty, 
Neal Gill and James Doherty, all corn 
merchants of Clonmany, from disturbing or 

interfering with her markets. 

Mr. Brown, K.C., who, with Mr. McCann, 
K.C., and Mr. Kelly (instructed by Mr. 
Joseph Loughrey), appeared for the plaintiff, 
said that the plaintiff became successor im 
title of the original grantee under the patent 
of these markets. Since 1910 or 1911 a boy- 
cott or interference had been going on to 
deprive the plaintiff of weighing charges 
which she would have got if the oats, potatoes 
and marketable products which came in were 
sold in the market square. In order to de- 
prive the plaintiff of those the defendants 
adopted a system of intercepting farm carts 
which were on their way into the market, and 
in the little town of Clonmany, outside the 
market aquare, and purchasing the contents. 
For a time the defendants, or one of them, 
set up a sort of rival market at or near the 
railway station, just outside Clonmany. That 
was the kind of disturbance of this market 
that had been going on since 1910 or 1911, 
and it had become worse in the last few 
years. The plaintiff's legal right was 
absolutely challenged. The defendants chal- 
lenged the plaintiff's title. and their sub- 
stantial defence was that they had a right, 
notwithstanding the patent, to stop carts out- 
side the town and outside the market and 
purchase on the roads. 

The hearing had not concluded when the 
Court rose.

QUESTIONS FOR DECISION, 

There came before the Court a memorandum 
from the Chief Clerk for the decision of a 
question arisipg in the administration matter 
of the estate of Winspeare Toye Hungerford, 
late of Shanakiel House, Sunday's Well, Cork, 
deceased. The parties to the suit were all 
members of the same family. The plaintiffs 
were Winspeare ©. A. Hungerford an 
Walter Hastings Hungerford; and the de- 
fendants Robert B. Hungerford, Olive F. E. 
Hungerford, Dorothy A. Atkin and Annie 
Rachel Mackenzie. 

The question for the decision of the Court 
was whether the sum of £1,850, the proceeds 
of the sale of an annuity or yearly rent- 
charge of £150, payable out of certain lands 
situated in King’s County, County Dublin and 
County Kildare, which had been purchased by 
the deceased, Mr. Hungerford, in 1887, by a 
deed to which his. wife, Mrs. Isabella 
Hungerford, now decéased, and Maria 
Eo cg were also parties, and sold after 
Mr. Hungerford’s death by his widow in 1909 
for the sum mentioned, formed part of the 
assets of Mrs. Hungerford, the widow, or 
became part of the assets of Mr. Hungerford, 
her deceased husband. 

The testator, Mr. Winspeare Toye Hunger- 
ford, died on 21st May, 1905, leaving his 
widow, Mrs. Isabella Hungerford, who died 
on 20th July, 1911, surviving. 

The plaintiff, Winspeare C. A. Hungerford, 
as residuary legatee of his deceased mother, 
Isabella Hungerford, claimed payment of the 
£1,850 out of the estate of Mr. Hungerford, 
contending that on the death of her husband 
the jointure or yearly rent-charge pasaéd to 
her and formed part of her assets on her 
death. 

The defendants, all residuary legatees 
undér the will and codicils of Mr. Hungerford, 
their father, disputed the claim, contending 
that the money was, and became, part of the 
testator’s assets. 

Mr. Justice Meredith reserved judgmént.

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THE HOME OFFICE. 


This volume is the first in the White- 
hall series of books on the great Depart- 
ments of State. Public men, civil servants, 
students and journalists will welcome it. 
The author was Permanent Under-Secre- 
br of State during the years 1908-1922, 
and, in addition to explaining the various 
activities of the Home Office, he gives a 
succinct summary of the historical side of 
every separate branch. For instance, the 
sale of liquor is a matter for this section 
of the Administration. Since so far back 
as the year 1551 the trade in drink has 
been subject to the supervision of the 
magistrates. The phrase, “The King's 
pleasyre,’’ means more to the official than 
to the ordinary man, who usually fails 
to realise how much labour, how much 
searching of precedents is uired to 
determine precisely what should be His 
Majesty's pleasure in a given case. 

In 1774 the impoverished Duke of St. 
Albans presented a petition asking for a 
pension adequate to his rank. The reply 
sent by the Secretary of State departed 
from the usual formula: ' I have obeyed 
your Grace's commands by presenting 
your memorial to the King. His Majesty 
put it in his pocket without expressing 
his pleasure one way or the other on the 
occasion.” There is no foundation for the 
notion that the postal authorities are not 
entitled to open any letters in the course 
of transmission, should they so desire, 
The preamble to Cromwell’s Postage Act 
of 1657 al that to give the Govern- 
ment the sole right to carry letters was 
‘the, best means to discover desi 


he Í against the Commonwealth by inspection 


of the correspondence.” This right of 
opening correspondence was restricted to 
certain officers in the days of Charles II.

What seems to us an 
amusing warrant was that issued by Fex 
in 1782 to the Postmaster-General for the 
inspection ' of a]! letters and packets that 
shall céme into your custody directed to, 
or sent by, any Foréign Minister.’’

THE GREAT VICTORIANS. 

These critical appraisements come, in 
the main, from the desk at Cambridge 
where the writer is Professor of English 
Literature. It is, perhaps, even now too 
early to place the writers of the Victorian 
era, or to define their literary stature; 
but these sound and consideréd essays will 
help to rebyt the shallow criticism that 
would have us believe that Victorian 
literature was of a piece with the ugliness 
of the interiors of that period. To 
Dickens and Thackeray the major part of 
the volume is devoted, but the sympathetic 
studies of Mra. Gaskell and Anthony 
Trollope—claiming for both a long over- 
due appreciation—are the . important 
papers of the book. The writer begs 
“those of you who aspire to write’’ to 
study Mrs. Gaskell’s work for two 
reasons: for the first, its literary breed- 
ing ; for the second, that it is a contradic- 
tion of all hasty generalisations about the 
nineteenth century—the Victorian age, 
horsehair sofas, the Evangelicals, the 
Prince Consort, the Great Exhibition of 
1851, and all that ‘‘ bagful of cheap 
rubbish.’ Sir Arthur goes on to say: 
“This very noble lady has written the 
most pérfect small idyll ever written in 
the English language, ‘ Cousin Phillis.’ ”’ 

Dickens, as much oveér-praised as over- 
blamed by the generality of critics, is 
analysed here without bias. Five chapters 
discuss the man, his work, and the world 
which he peopled with living, breathing, 
if occasionally fantastic, beings. “ All 
his characters are my personal friends. I 
am constantly comparing them with 
living persons, and living persons with 
them." The writer adds here: ‘‘ Tolstoy 
to Dickens! . That is how the 
tall ships, the grandees of literature, 
dip their flags and salute as they 
pass. Gentlemen, let us leave it at 
that.” In Sir Arthur’s analysis of 
Thackeray, while defining that writer's 
limitations, he is careful to pay tribute to 
his wonderful prose: “ A great melancholy 
man, with his genius running in streaks, 
often in thin streaks, but always, when 
uttered, uttered in lovely liquid prose.” 
Sir Arthur’s argument, that to understand 
Thackeray's work you must undérstand 
just what kind of a man he was in his 
upbringing and the way of his early 
frieridships, is supported by the needed 
data. In fact, all the papers are con- 
sistently informing, and a chapter on 
“The Victorian Background ’’—a thought- 
ful picture of Victorian times, with their 
terrible industrial cénditions—should be 
read by all students of the literature of 
that period. “ Because they dealt 
righteously and unsparingly with these 
things, Shelley, Dickens, Carlyle, Ruskin— 
yes, and later William Morris—live on 
the lips of men to-day.’’ At any rate, it 
is interésting, psychologically, to note how 
one and the same social quéstion affected 
the several writers of imaginative genius 
in Victorian England.

TWO BOOKS FOR YACHTSMEN. 

Every lover of the sea will be delighted 
with two new books, each written with a 
sportsman’s zest and illustrated with ex- 
cellent drawings and paintings. They are 
composed on the samé plan, describing 
cruises in six and seven-ton yachts—one 
in the shoal seas and tidal waters of Essex 
and Kent, the other in Holland and 
among the Frisian and Danish islands.

pen-name of ' Léigh Hoe He knows 
the sea-approaches of London like the 
palm of his hand, and he describes the 
triangle of sea which narrows to the 
estuary of the Thames with rare intimacy 
—its shallows and its deeps, its dangers 
and its joys, the historical associations 
which cling so thickly around that scene 
of famous doings, and the many- 
charactered craft, laden, brown-sailed 
barges and great liners, which make those 
waters as full of varied life as a busy 
sttect in a capital city. He is his own 
artist, and seldom have we come on such 
excellent drawings of the sea and ships. 
To look at thé mohochromes called ‘‘ Moon- 
light on the Sails" and “ Dawn at Sea,” 
or the Jine sketch ‘‘ Under War.” is to 
long to have one’s hand on the tiller once 
again. 

Mr. K. Adlard Coles tells us at the 
outset of his breezy volume that he was 
impelled to visit the Frisian and Danish 


-waters by reading “The Riddle of the 


Sands,” and his book resembles that work 
in many particular, Most of the illys- 
trations are ph aphs, but there are 
some reproductions of paintings by L. M. 
Coles, which convey the atmosphere of 
the cruising ground with rare fidelity. 
This book is full of practical notes and 
observations which would render it in- 
valuable to anyone visiting the shores 


described ; and one gets to know the Annette 


—of which the author givés a loving 
plan—as, if one actually had sailed that 
broad-beamed little craft. 

Mr. Coles has a merry style, and one 
chuckles at his account of how he shyly 
sailed forth on his adventurous trip 


beneath the contemptuous eyes of old folk 
who had witnessed all the foulings of his 
novice-days and evidently thought that the 
maddest deed ever done by that feckless 
lad was to venture into deep water without 
one of them to look after him. Who that 
has sailed but has known in his time the 
old salts’ scorn? Mr. Coles sailed 1,600 
sea miles plus 400 for tacking. His 
longest run was from Dover to the Hook,

THE PROGRESS OF PROPHECY. 

This book, by the Rev. W. J. Farley, 
minister of thé Presbyterian Church at 
Castlerock, County Derry, is a well- 
written compendium of information about 
the Old Testament prophets and their 
writings. The author truly says in his 
preface that ‘‘to a large number of 
Christian people the prophetic part of the 
Old Testament is a sealed book ; they have 
but little idea of the Divine Word as the 
record of a ae revelation in history 
and human life.’’ It must be admitted 
that considerable portions of the prophetic 
writings are extremely difficult for readers 
unacquainted with the work of scholars 
in this field of study. The poetic and 
figurative style of expression and the 
numerous allusions to contemporary 
history and events and social conditions 
are a principal cause of their obscurity. 
If we possessed even an outline of the 
history of Egypt and Assyria and Pales- 
tine in the centuries during which the 
prophets flourished, and their political 
relations, and if we knew more of their 
social and religious state, we should have 
light thrown on many a dark saying. 

The prophets were preachers, and their 
writings were tracts for the times, and just 
because their times are so obscure to us 
their writings are difficult of interpreta- 
tion. Much has been done within the last 
fifty years te elucidate the history of those 
times and countries by the labours of many 
scholars, with the consequence that the 
prophetic books are undérstood new with 
some measure of approximation to the 
meaning they had for those who were con- 
temporary with their publication. Those 
who wish to ynderstand them in the light 
of modern research should study the 
volumes of the Cambridge Bible series. 

Mr. Farley's volume does not go into 
detailed exposition. His object is to give 
a general view of the prophetic writings 
in connection with the national history 
and to show the progressiveness of their 
revelation of God. In connection with his 
main theme he deals with related subjects 
such as the Canon of the Old Testament, 
the nature and origin of prophecy, the 
successors of the prophets, and the geal of 
prophecy. An intavesting and valuable 
section deals with the extensive 
apocalyptic literature, the influence of 
which on the religious ideas and terms of 
the New Testament has only come to be 
understood within the last quarter of a 
century. The great bulk of Mr. Farley’s 
book consists of individual studies of the 
various prophets, especially with reference 
to their religious and social teaching. He 
holds that their message is not out of date, 
and that, although it needs sometimes to 
be amplified or corrected by the standard 
of Jesus Christ, it contains a true Word 
of God for our own day.

CELEBRATED CRIMES. 

That the annals of crimes retain their 
interest for the public is shown by the 
publishers’ lists. Some of the episodes 
recounted in the present volume have been 
included in other recent works. The 
murder at Muswell Lodge, in 1896, was an 
ordinaty piece of brutality, but the closing 
scéne at the trial was remarkable. The 
prisoner Milsom had done everything pos- 
sible to shift the blame to Fowler, his 
companion. The latter was a man of 
enormous strength. A  warder stood 
between them in the dock. Suddenly, 
after the jury had retired, Fowler dashed 
at. Milsom, tried to grip him by the 
throat, and, although warders and police 
clambered ovér the partitions, the struggle 
went on for twelve minutes, class and 
panels and furniture being smashed in the 
process. h men were found . guilty. 
Mr. Justice Hawkins, who tried them, ex- 
presséd his approval of the verdict, and 
they were subséquently hanged. 

The account here given of the Maybrick 
trial is excellent. The effort to effect a 
change of venue from Liverpool to London 
was unsuccessful. In a letter to her 
mother, Mrs. Maybrick said, referring to 
the propesal that she should be tried in 
London: ‘‘I shall receive an impartial 
verdict there, which I cannot expect from 
& jury in Liverpool, whose minds have 
come to a ‘ mortal conviction,’ en attendant, 
whieh must influence their decision to a 
certain é@xtent. The tittletattle of 
servants and public, friends and enemies, 
and from a thousand by-currents, besides 
their personal feelings for Jim, must leave 
their traces and prejudice thuir minds, no 
matter what the defence is.” 

This case, like that of Steinie Morrison, 
precipitated as to the propriety of the 
verdict a controversy which still remains 
undecided. Morrison's onduct after con- 
viction was not that of a guilty man. The 
Home Secretary granted a reprieve and 
the man went into penal servitude, a 
violent cynic. By persistent hunger- 
striking he broke down his splendid 
physique until he died in 1921. Ward, 
the Irish detective who worked up the case, 
was killed during the war in an air-raid, 
and Morrison, léarning of this, expressed 
his belief in Providence. A recent 
criminologist has stated openly that the 
real reason for the reprieve was that 
Béron, the murdered man, was a Tsarist 
spy, killed by a sister of oné of the men of 
Sidney street, whom he had betrayed. 
Several foreign criminals figure in these 
pages—¢.g., Chicago May, and Shinborn, 
the German, who robbed upwards of 
£1,000,000 during his life-time, and then 
died peacefully, an old man, in a home 
for reformed criminals.

ROUND THE WORLD. 

Mr. Henderson left London on the 3ist 
August last, with £50 in his pocket. For 
£16 10s. he procured a steerage passage 
from Southampton to Quebéc. The food 
was excellent, the crossing smooth and the 
company agreeable. About one hundred 
khaki-clad ex-soldiers came aboard at 
CaseSouse, Russians straight from Con- 
stantinople, officers and other ranks, one 
time colleagues with the British against 
the Bolsheviks.

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The .Archbishop .of Dublin, .in his 
address at the opening of the annual meet- 
ing of the Glendalough and Kildare 
Diocesan Synods yesterday, spoke at length 
on the subject of Christian re-union. 
Beíore opening the subject, however, Dr. 
Gregg gave his view that those former 
members of the Synod who had left the 
country need have no hesitation about 
returning. : 
'. The Archbishop said that, although 
normal conditions had been restored, he 
was sorry to think that a good many 
country houses which had not suffered 
damage remained unoccupied, or wer? 
likely to become so. He did not know 
why that sheuld be in a part of the country 
so favoured as County Wicklow and County 
Kildare. “ I hope,” continued the Presi- 
dent, ‘‘ that we may soon see the return 
of many of those who have left Ireland. 
T know of no reason why those who like a 
country’ life should not return with 
ease of minds.’’ 

Incothe tax, he said, was now at the 
British rate, and, with regard to the 
bogey of double taxation, he could only 
quote his own experience that his claim 
made in April was settled by the Inland 
Revenue authorities in’ London within a 
month’ of its being lodged. In the process 
of rounding off their separate -financial 
system a number of vexatious little 1m- 
posts had been introduced. But it was the 
cumulative annoyance they caused, rather 
than their cost in the aggregate, that was 
likely to be one of the elements turning 
the scale against taking up life in Ireland 
again’ for one who was weighing the 
question. 

Nevertheless, Ireland was settling down, 
and there were many to whom Ireland at 
peace ought to offer attractions for out- 
weighing these minor disadvantages. 
(Hear, hear.) 


RE-UNION PROBLEMS. 
IMPORTANT SERIES OF 


CONFERENCES. 


The Archbishop proceeded to refer to the 
subject of movements towards the re-union 
of Christendom. They would remember that 
the Episcopal Church in America (with which 
the Church of Ireland was in full. communion) 
set on foot some years ago, in 1910, a move- 
ment towards a conference on faith and order, 
the aim of which was to be the friendly ex- 
amination of the differences between the 
Christian Churches throughout the world, and 
the determination of what were the funda- 
mental points of unity upon the common ac- 
knowledgment of which a re-united Christen- 
dom might be established. 

During the following ten years, 1910 to 
1920. organisation of the movement was pro- 
ceeding both by way of interesting the various 
Churches in the proposal and by way of lead - 
ing the Churches to study the need and condi- 
tions of re-union.. In August, 1920, a pre 
liminary conference assembled in Geneva, at- 
tended by representatives of _ seventy 
autonomous Churches from forty nations. He 
himself was present at this conference, 
together with Colonel Charles Pepper, as 
clerical and lay representatives of the Church 
of Ireland Commission. 

But an even greater event in 1920 was the 
appeal to the Churches which was sent out 
from the conference of Anglican se 240 
in number,-which-met at Lambeth in July of 
that year. This appeal, communicated to the 
sundered Churches of the Christian world, 
sought to move, and did, he believe, in some 
measure succeed in moving, the imagination 
of a large part of Christendom, by setting 
forth the great ideal to which our Lord 
ointed when He prayed that they might all 
be one, and by suggesting the intensive study 
of re-union problems by means of conferences 
between the Christian Churches. 

CO-OPERATION IN DUBLIN. 

Prolonged and earnest attention had been 
given to the subject. in England by committees 
of members of the Church of England and of 
other Churches, and important reports had 
been issued. They in Ireland had had for 
many years periodica] meetings of the metro- 
politan clergy of their own Church and of the 
Presbyterian Church. And leading members 
of the same two Churches, appointed in a 
more authoritative way, had examined the 
problem of the relations and the differences 
between the two Churches in Ireland. A 
great deal of useful work had been done in 
what had seemed to him to be a most cordial 
spirit. 

One of the first steps towards a rapproche- 
ment—let alone a re-union—of the divided 
Churches was that they should get to know 
one another better. (Laughter.) In fact, if 
men were ever to come to see eye to eye with 
one another, it was essential that, first of all, 
they should see one another face to face. 
The result of the various conferences had not 
vet materialised in any corporate re-union 
between Episcopal and non-Episcopal 
Churches. 

Various concordats had been proposed and 
discussed, but it would be unreasonable to 
expect that historic divisions. resting not 
merely on accidental circumstances, but 
differences of principle, could be bridged over 
after a few conversations. He was rather in- 
clined to think that Jocal conferences had, 
for the moment, done all that one 
could expect of them, and that 
those in different camps, having learnt 
the minds of those ‘ from whom 
they are separated, and the strength of the 
conviction with which they hold their special. 
points of view, must reconcile themselves to a 

eriod of quiescence, during which the lessons 
earned might be assimilated in private, In 
such delicate matters as these it was desirable 
that every step forward should be planted on 
ground prepared hy solid thinking. 
THE MALINES CONFERENCES. 

Proceeding, Dr. Gregg said that he could 
not leave this subject without a reference to 
a series of conferences which had aroused con- 
siderable interest and, he might add, no smal! 
uneasimess, not confined to one side only. He 
referred to the discussions which had taken 
place at Malines between certain members of 
the Church of England and certain members 
of the Roman Catholic Church, with the good- 
will of Cardinal Mercier. The latest of such 
conferences was held |last month, its object 
being (if he might translate words of Cardwhal 
Mercier which appeared in La Libre Belgique 
of May 19) stated as follows :'— 

“For the fourth time some 
theologians will come to Malines, 
we of their two Archbishops of Canter- 

ury and York (1) to meet there a group of 
[Roman] Catholic theologians; and (2) to 
examine in a friendly way with. them the 
problem of the re-nnion of the Churches. so 
anxiously being studied among the Anglo. 
Saxons.”’ 

Now, it Ought to be understood, proceeded 
the Archbishop, that the Lambeth Conference 
fully recognised that, if discussions with other 
Churches were to he encouraged. and wel- 
comed, discussion with the Church of Rome 
on the subject of re-union should also be wel- 
comed should that Church desire it. The

such -acknowledged. limitations he himself 
could see no ground of objection, On the 
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other hand, if conversations were steadily 
refused, the Church of England could nos 
complain if the Church of Rome continued to 
misunderstand the position to which it had 
consistently witnessed. That there must be 
disloyalty to their Church in the holding of 
such discussions he refused altogether to 
allow. 

Although the Anglicans concerned were not 
officially ogg es delegates, yet they were 
acting with official. cognisance, and, in his 
judgment, it would be as improper to charge 
with disloyalty to his country a ‘British 
Ambassador to a foreign Court as it. would be 
to impute disloyalty to his Church to an 
Anglican Churchman engaged on such a 
mission with proper recognition. 

Of the hopefulness of such conferences many 
would certainly be very dubious; but of the 
Christian propriety of entering into them for 
the purpose of giving and receiving informa- 
tion regarding one another’s positions, he did 
not think so many would be in doubt. “That 
they all may be one ” was a distant and well- 
nigh unimaginable ideal for them to-day. 

In fact, so tremendous were the differences 
bétween them that he for his part could not 
see how reconciliation was to be conceived, 
much less arrived at. He was tempted to 
recall George Meredith’s epigram that ‘‘ the 
poles cannot meet till the earth between them 
is crushed.” But for all that, who were they 
that they should prescribe limits to the work- 
ing of the Holy Ghost? “That they all may 
be one ” was the Christian ideal, and in spite 
of difficulties he looked with interest and with- 
out apprehension on a movement which sought 
a guidance of the Holy Spirit of Truth and 

nity. ' 

THE STOCKHOLM CONFERENCE. 

Returning to the subject of the world con- 
ference on Faith and Order, he said that the 
latest information he had received on the 
subject was to the effect that a strong feeling 
prevailed in the circles concerned with the 
preparations for the conference, that it should 
not be postponed to a later date than 1927, 
and that the place of meeting should be in 
Europe, if possible, perhaps, at The Hague. 

great amount of material for discussion had 
already been prepared, but opinions differed 
as to whether a conference held in 1927 could 
be expected to have finality. There were 
many who fe that such a conference shonld 
inevitably prove to be only of a preparatory 
nature, and that it would neéd to be followed 
by another conference, or even other confer- 
ences after the lapse of some years. 

In this connection it might interest them to 
know that there was to be held in Stockholm 
in August a conference representative of the 
Communions of the Church of Christ, the 
object of which was to concentrate the thought 
of Christendom upon the contribution of Chris- 
tianity to the settlement of the great social, 
industrial and international questions which 
were uppermost to-day. Five hundred dele- 
gates from various parts of the world would 
be the guests of the Swedish Government, and 
of these 135 were invited from the British 
Empire. 

There were to be two delegates from Ire- 
land, and he hoped to attend as representative 
of the Church of Treland. During the ten 
days of the conference, which would meet 
under the presidency of Archbishop Soderblom 
of Upsala, the minds of those assembeld would 
be directed to the application of Christian 
ethics and the spirit of Christ to present day 
problems. There was no intention of touching 
problems of corporate reunion; the conference 
would meet in the recognition that the various 
Communions were bound together by many 
ties of common belief and practice, and in the 
assurance that effective co-operation on the 
basis of the unity of spirit already existing 
was possible to an extent and over a range 
of subjects not at present contemplated. 

Unity im service was practically realisable 
for Christians long before unity in visible 
organisation was anything but a dream. (Hear, 
hear.) | 

REPORTS ADOPTED. 

The Dean of Kildare, in moving that: the 
diocesan report be taken into consideration, 
said that the total contributions last year had 
fallen by £200, but the amount paid was not 
by any means small—£18,000, which was 30s. 
per head of the church population. 

The report was adopted. 

Canon Graham proposed the adoption of 
the temperance report, and said that a great 
change had come over the question of tem- 
perance. The clergy did not take the interest 
that. they should in it. Many prominent 
clerical. members of the Synod refused to act 
on the Committee—some of them with wrath 
and anger. The drinking habit was ruining 
the intelligence and minds of the people of 
the country, and they could not afford that. 
That was the reason that the question was 
not one for the Churches, but for the ordinary 
business man, and that was the reason also 
why the clergy had dropped out of the battle. 

The report was adopted. 

The report of the Board of Missions, show- 
ing that Glendalough had contributed £1,469 
15s. 5d.—an increase of £30 on the previdus 
vear ; and that Kildare had contributed £686 
lls. 1ld.—a decrease of £51 14s. 2d. on the 
previous year—was adopted.

Divorce in the Free State. 


The tangle which the problem of divorce 
has created in the Free State Legislature 
is not relieved by yesterday’s discussions 
in the Senate. Nearly eighteen months 
ago the Joint Committee on Standing 
Orders reported that the procedure in con- 
nection with bills of divorce was “ un- 
satisfactory from every point of yiew,” and 
asked for a definite ruling from the 
Oireachtas concerning the conditions on 
which bills carrying the right of re 
marriage should be received. The Dail’s 
reply was a resolution, passed on Presi- 
dent Cosgrave’s motion, which asked the 
Joint Committee to propose such changes 
in the Standing Orders as would prohibit 
the introduction of bills of divorce a 
vinculo matrimonit, In other words, the 
Dail sought to deprive subjects of the 
Free State of a right which is guaranteed 
by the State’s Constitution and is inherent 
in citizenship of the British Empire. 
When this resolution came up to the 
Senate, in February last, the Chairman, 
Lord Glenavy, ruled it out of order on the 
ground that the Constitution could not be 
altered by mere resolution of Parliament. 
Yesterday the Joint Committee’s report of 
February, 1924, came before the Senate, 
but, by a vote of twenty-three against ten, 
the discussion was adjourned until the 
House had considered a motion that was 
proposed by Senator Douglas and seconded 
by Senator Brown, K.C. This motion, 
which was carried by fifteen votes to 
thirteen, proposes, in brief, that bills for 
divorce a vinculo matrimontt must be read 
a first time in each House before they can 
make further progress in the Senate.’ Thus 
a way of retreat from its impossible resolu- 
tion is offered to the Dail; but, of course, 
the position of candidates for divorce, 
with the right to re-marry, is in no way 
improved. The Senate probably would 
give a first reading to divorce bills of this 
kind, but the Dail, as now constituted, 
certainly would refuse it. Once again, 
therefore, the door of hope is banged in 
the faces of a minority, minute but miser- 
able, of the Irish people. We may sup- 
pose that, when the adjourned debate on 
the Joint Committee’s report is taken next 
week, the Senate will give its ‘‘ definite 
ruling ” in the terms of Senator Douglas’s 
resolution. 

We recognise the enormous and painful 
difficulties of the situation. On the one 
side are the Free State citizen’s guaran- 
teed’ right to rebuild his life after the 
owreck of a disastrous mafriage, and the 
deep conviction of many‘citizens that the 
exercise of such right is no offence against 
the Divine Law. On the other side are 
the clear and strong teachings of the 
Chureh of the large.majority of the Irish 
people. It is a fact thet the members of 
this. Church regard divorce as sin, and it 
is a fact. that no legislation in the Free 
State Parliament is possible without their 
consent. The problem, then, of reconciling 
the minority’s constitutional freedom with 
the dictates. of the majority's conscience is 
by. far the most delicate problem with 
which this State has been, is, or ever is 
likely to-be,.confronted. Yet it must be 
solved if the Free State’s very name is 
not to be a lie, if a rankling sense of ir- 
justice is not to be a canker at the very 
root of progress, and if the nation’s hopes 
fora united Ireland ever are to be ful- 
filled. For the solution of this problem 
the country’s.and the Legislature’s highest 
gifts of heart and brain will be required— 
statesmanship, patience, ingenuity and,

above all, understanding and toleration: |

Just 
because: breadth. of vision and the apprecia- 
tion of an unfamiliar moral outlook are 
plants of slow and fragile growth on this 
side of the Irish Sea, we regret the manner 
of Senator Yeats’s intervention in yester- 
day's debate. Some of his arguments were 
perfectly sound, but the whole temper of 
his speech was hurtful and aggressive. 
Attacks on bishops of two Churches—‘“‘ in 
one red burial blent ’’—will not induce the 
philosophic frame of mind in any class of 
electors or legislators. Excursions into 
the higher criticism are singularly un- 
helpful in this controversy ; and there was 
neither edification nor good taste in 
Senator Yeats’s rummagings ‘‘ amid the 
cold Hie jacets of the dead.’’ Ne poeta 
ultra lyram, A poet may sing of broken 
hearts; but the task of mending the 
bruised hearts that seek relief from tragic 
wedlock in the Free State needs qualities 
of steadiness and compromise that are 
found more often in plainer men.

The Machinery of Empire. 

An extremely important constitutional 
change was announced by Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin in the House of Commons yester- 
day. A new Secretaryship of State is 
being established to deal with Dominion 
affairs, The Prime Minister explained 
that the Colonial Office had ceased long 
ago to provide adequate machinery for the 
conduct of affairs between Britain and the 
self-governing Dominions. It was created 
merely for the purpose of administering 
and developing British Colonies and Pro- 
tectorates, and no provision had been made 
for the enormous constitutional growth of 
recent years. Thus, once again constitu- 
tional practice has outstripped the law. 
The developments of the last few 
years, including the creation of the 
Irish Free State, have changed the 
whole complexion of the British Common- 
wealth, and it was high time that the 
relations between the home Government 
and the Governments of the Dominions 
should be placed on a proper foot- 
ing. The Secretaryship for Dominion 
Affairs will concern itself only with the 
major partners of the Commonwealth—we 
presume, with Canada, Australia, South 
Africa, New Zealand and the Irish Free 
State. The administration of the other 
British possessions will remain in the 
hands of the Colonial Office. Mr. Baldwin 
said that, for reasons of practical con- 
venience, the new Secretaryship would be 
vested in the present Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, and that its headquarters 
would be in the Colonial Office. In 
Parliament, however, there will be a special 
Under-Secretary for the Dominions, who 
also will act as Chairman of the Overseas 
Settlement Committee. This Minister will 
be responsible for all Dominion affairs, 
and will have nothing whatever to do with 
the ordinary work of the Colonial Office. 
Thus the principal self-governing States of 
the Empire will be recognised officially 
for the first time as equal partners with 
the mother country. 
The next step ought to be an accurate 
definition of the functions of the High 
Commissioners in London. At present these 
officials occupy an imvidious position 
somewhere between that of a trade agent 
and an ambassador, and their authority 
to represent the views of their several 
Governments is strictly limited. In view 
of the vast distances that separate the 
Dominions from Britain and one another, 
inter-imperial communications would. be 
facilitated immensely by the grant of full 
ambassadorial powers to the High Com- 
missioners. Every day matters are arising 
in which imperial interests are involved, 
and if ‘he High Commissioners had 
plenary powers—subject, of course, to 
Parliamentary sanction—much time and 
trouble would be saved, while the work of 
the Imperial Government would be made 
infinitely easier than it is to-day. The 
present system is far too cumbersome. It 
ignores the new status of the Dominions, 
and in matters such, for instance, as the 
proposed pact between Britain and France, 
its lack of co-ordination increases the 
difficulties of diplomacy to a totally un- 
necessary degree. So far as the Free State 
is concerned, it works fairly well, because 
Dublin is only nine hours from Downing 
street, and telephonic communication with 
London is comparatively easy. In the case 
of the other Dominions, however, no such 
facilities exist. Six weeks must elapse 
before an Australasian Minister can reach 
London, and for all practical purposes 
direct consultation is impossible. Now 
that the full nationhood of the Dominions 
within the British system has been recog- 
nised, the appointment of plenipotentiaries 
in London ought to follow as a logical 
development of the changed situation. The 
unity of the Empire is the great essential. 
It can be strengthened immensely by the 
adoption of a common imperial policy, 
and that policy cannot be maintained in a 
satisfactory fashion until every Dominion 
has a fully accredited representative in the 
Commonwealth’s capital. 


Political Penalties. 


A bad precedent would be set if no 
action should be taken to correct the 
Wexford County Council's efforts to 
penalise a section of the ratepayers whose 
political views differ from those of the 
present majority on the Council. A rule 
has been inserted in the regulations con- 
cerning the granting, of university scholar- 
ships whereby no applicant from the 
county shall be cunsidered eligible if his, 
or her, father was in the service of the 
British Government. In Dail Eireann 
Captain Redmond protested against this 
discrimination among young citizens in. 
respect of their parents’ politics, and 
rightly declared that it was a violation 
of the Constitution of the Irish Free 
State. The Minister for Local Govern- 
ment’ said that he disapproved of the 
Council’s action, and we hope that he 
will, find means to translate his 
disapproval. into corrective measures. 
The County Council has. attempted 
to deprive one section of the people of 
privileges to the expense of which they 
contribute their share, and, incidentally, 
a large share. Their money will be 
accepted—if: it is not paid over readily 
to the rate collector, it will be seized—but 
their children will be deprived of an 


| tho other young people of the county. 
The bitterest enemy of Ireland’s good 
name, seeking to undo the healing 
work of the past two years of sane 
government, hardly could wish for 
better allies than the county councillors 
of Wexford. The men of Wexford are 
p:oud of that well-known essay in which 
Thomas Davis praised their county above 
all the counties of Iréland for its sturdy 
virtues and civic spirit. To-day their 
county representatives have struck a blow 
at all that the spirit of Davis has done 
to foster mutual respect among Irishmen. 
If Davis were a lad in County Wexford 
to-day, he would be denied the privilege of 
university education ; for that earnest ex- 
ponent of the national idea himself was 
the son of a British soldier.

Faith and Houses. 


The housing problem in Belfast is not 
complicated, as in Dublin, by the presence 
of vast warrens of decaying slums; yet it 
is almost as hard for working-class 
famihes to find comfortable houses in the 
Northern city as in the capital of the 
Free State. The new Housing Act. which 
now comes into force in Northern Ireland, 
will aid in lessening the congestion. By 
its provisions the Northern Government 
contributes £80, in place of the £60 
granied hitherto, towards the cost of every 
house built in accordance with the State 
scheme, and rural as well as urban 
districts are to benefit. Still, larger efforts 
will be needed, howevér, from State and 
private enterprise alike before the present 
large shortage is appreciably lessened. At 
th» General Assembly in Belfast yesterday 
th: Reverend Dr. Osborne spoke of what 
he had seen in Dublin among some of the 
twenty-one thousand families who are con- 
demned to live in homes of one room. He 
referred to the efforts of the Reverend 
D. H. Hall to find a practical remedy for 
the evil, and recommended the Presby- 
terian clergy, in North and South alike, 
to imitate Mr. Hall’s methods. If, said 
Dr Osborne, the Christian Churches took 
in hands this problem of securing decent 
houses for the people, they could get it 
done. This, he said, would be practical 
Christianity. We doubt not that these 
earnest words will bear fruit in 
serious endeavour among the clergy who 
applauded them, and we rejoice to see the 
effort made in Dublin prompting emula- 
tion in Belfast. So great a fire may the 
little spark of faith kindle. 


PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY NOTES. 


The Home Mission is one: of the foremost 
agencies of the Presbyterian Church in lre 
land. Its principal work is to maintain con- 
gregations of the Church in isolated districts, 
and this it does from Kerry to Donegal. The 
report was presented to the General Assembly 
by the Rev. J. W. G. Strahan and the Rev. 
J. H. Boyd. The Rev. J. J. Macaulay, of 
Dublin, who moved its adoption, relivered a 
speech which impressed the Assembly. He 
referred to the new atmosphere of hopefulness 
in Southern Ireland to-day, and stated that 
ia all his work on public boards during twelve 
years in Dublin he had never heard one word 
of discourtesy to ais Church.

Mission work and Church extension in Bel 
fast are among the most serious problems 
brought before the Church at its annual 
Assembly, The Rev. John Waddell’s report 
ou the work was seconded by the Rev. D. M. 
Joss, and addresses were given by the Rev. 
Richard Hall, whose work lies in one of 
the most congested industrial districts in the 
city, and by Mr. Morrison, who is in charge 
of the Transfer Office.

When the Assembly met yesterday, after 
hearing the report on the Irish Mission it con 
sidered the report on the reception of minis 
ters. There was some expectation that the 
committee's recommendations might be chal 
lerged, but they were adopted with very 
little discussion. Accordingly it was decided 
tiat the Rev. S. H. Nicholson and the Rev. 
Alexander Cairns, ministers of the Methodist 
Church, and the Rey. George Kyle, a minister 
of the Presbyterian Church in Canada, should 
ba admitted as ministers without charge when 
they have conformed to certain conditions laid 
down by the Assembly.

He 
referred in terms of warm commendation to 
the social work carried on in Dublin, and in

BAR CHILDREN FROM 
SCHOLARSHIPS. 

In Dail Eireann yesterday, Captain 
Redmond asked the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health whether 
his attention had been drawn to a scheme 
adopted by the Wexford County Council 
for univercity scholarships, which pro- 
vided that an applicant should not be 
eligible for a scholarship if his father was 
in the service of the British Government 
and did not retire previous to the year 
1919. Captain Redmond asked if that 
provision had been approved by the De- 
partment of Local Government and Public 
Health. 

Mr. Burke—I have not seen the scheme 
referred to. My functions as regards 
Ministry scholarships are limited to ap- 
proving, or not approving, of any rate to 
be raised for the purpose in excess of one 
penny in the pound. 

Captain Redmond—lIf I will show the 
Minister that the scheme adopted by the 
Wexford County Council includes this sec- 
tion, will he take steps to inform the 
County Council of the views: of his Depart- 
ment on the matter? 

Mr. Burke—I have no functions in the 
matter except as regards the rate. 

Major Cooper—Has any other Ministry 
any function in the matter—the Ministry 
for Education, for instance? 

Mr. Burke—No. 

Mr. A. Byrne—Is the Minister aware 
that this section, if it is included in the 
scheme, is a violation of Article 3 of the 
Constitution ; and, if so, will he take steps 
to have the matter considered by his or 
some other department ? 

Mr. Burke—This question does not 
affect me unless it comes under my juris- 
diction. 

Captain Redmond—Does the Minister 
consider that it is in accordance with the 
public policy that the eligibility of candi- 
dates for university scholarships should 
depend upon the politics of the parents of 
the candidates? hein 

Mr. Burke-—I do not.

THE METHODIST CHURCH. 


The King has a ed of the appointment 
of the Rev. Owen mcer Watkins, C.M.G., 
C.B.E., Deputy Chaplain-General, a Wesleyan 
Methodist minister, to be Honorary Chaplain 
to His Majesty. This is the first occasion on 
which this honour conferred on a 
Nonconformist. 

The Rev. James M. Alley conducted a 
largely attended Memorial Service for the 
late Mr. Noel Duke in the Methodist Church, 
Kingstown, last Sunday morning. The mem-

The announcement by the Prime Minister 
this afternoon that the Government had 
decided to. set up a new Secretaryship of 
State for Dominion Affairs carries out an 
undertaking given some months ago. It 
has been recognised. for some time that 
the Colonial Office was becoming over- 
weighted and that its work had a tendency 
to increase, with the result that some 
measure of relief was necessary. It is 
probable that the new Secretariat will deal 
almost exclusively with certain Dominions, 
of which the Irish Free State probably 
will be one. and that the lesser Dominions 


‘and Dependencies will remain under the 


old Secretariat. 
Civil Aviation. 

The Government has approved in prin- 
ciple the institution of a civil air service 
to Egypt and India. Sir Samuel Hoare 
announced this decision in the House this 
afternoon, and added that the service 
would replace that at present carried out 
by the Royal Air Foree between Egypt 
and Iraq at fortnightly intervals for 
stratezic purposes, Sir Samuel also said 
that a concrete scheme for a weekly service 
each way betwéen Kantara and Karachi 
was under consideration, and civil aviation 
undertakings had been invited to submit 
early proposals for such a service. He 
regarded the development of this im 
portant link in our imperial communica- 
tions as a matter of urgency, and he was 
most anxious that it should, if possible, 
come into operation during the winter of 
1925-6. 


By Air to India. 


Should this new air service come into 
operation, it will be the most important 
yet established; for the route is one ol 
some two thousand five hundred miles, 
and the journey to India will be shortened 
by days. If successful, the service is 
certain to be considerably extended, ani 
already a bi-weekly one is discussed. The 
route from Kantara lies through Ramleh, 
in Palestine, to Amman, and then across 
the desert to Bagdad, via Basra to Bushire, 
from which point the Persian coast is 
followed to Karachi. Sir Samuel Hoare 
has travelled extensively in this area, anc 
is fully acquainted with the many 
problems. In view of the big passenger 
traffic between this country and India, it 
is felt that the time saved by the air 
service will be considerable enough to 
make it very popular. Eventually the 
aeroplanes will be fed not merely ly 
steamships, but by airships; and, if night 
flving is decided upon, there will be aerial 
lighthouses to mark the course. De 
pendent on the success of the new scheme 
will be the inauguration of a through air 
service from England to India. 


The Late Mr. Wignall. 


At the meeting of the committee of the 
House of Commons dealing with the 
Criminal Justice’ Bill sympathetic 
reference was made this morning to the 
death of Mr. Wignall, who was a membe! 
The Home Secretary took advantage of 
the opportunity to pay a tribute to the 
rare spirit of Mr. Wignall, who, while he 
upheld fully and frankly the views of his 
own party, never made an enemy in anv 
other. He thought that the House cf 
Commons was the poorer by his loss. Sir 
Henry Slesser thanked the Home Secre- 
tarv, and added his meed to the tribute. 
Owing to the late hour at which the House 
rose this morning and the heat, consider- 
able difficulty was experienced in securing 
a quorum for the committee, and the pro 
ceedings were held up for half-an-hour. 


A Visit to Russia. 


The Soviet Government recently sent a 
pressing invitation to six members of 
Parliament in order that they might per- 
sonally study conditions in Russia. The 
six members have been selected, and wil! 
be absent from this country for about «\x 
weeks, their expenses during that perio 
being paid by the Soviet. , They are \'r. 
Scurr, Mr. McKinder, Mr. Wallhead, Mr. 
Neil McLean, Mr. Ben Smith and Mr 
Taylor. An imvitation was also extended 
to Mr. Maxton, but he was unable to avai! 
himself of it. The party intends to go to 
Rome after leaving Russia, in order that 
it may see the working of Fascism. It 
has already been arranged that the party 
on its return home shall present a report 
to the Socialist Party on its experiences. 
It would not be difficult to forecast the 
character of that report belore the deleca- 
tion starts on its travels, 


The City Marshal. 


A gentleman who is a Kentish man, 
but ought to be something of an Irishman 
judging from the names he bears, was 
elected City Marshal to-day after a contest 
in which a great many handsome men 
took part. Captain Derek Fitzgerald 
Massy, late of the Indian Army, the 
successful. candidate, is six feet feet high, 
slim and fair. He is only thirty-two years 
of age. and thus becomes the youngest 
City Marshal on record. The office is 
one well known to the public, since its 
occupant figures largely in all City fune- 
tions. riding before the State coach and 
preceding the Lord Mayor at the many 
indoor ceremonials. in which the civic head 
has to take part. 


The British Polo Team. 


The Evening Standard to-day says that 
Major Vivian Lockett will not captain the 
British Army team in the approaching 
international polo matches. In replacing 
him by Captain Boles at back, the Selec- 
tion Committee has eimdorsed the writer's 
misgivings when the team was announced 
as to Major Lockett’s being able to stay 
the course. Everyone will regret this 
brilliant veteran’s illness. Captain J. FP 
Dening succeeds Major Lockett as captain 
of the English team, A sterling player 
of all-round efficiency, he has but recently 
come into his own, and even now is handi- 
capped by only having two of his cen six 
ponies fit. 


Costs and Prices. 


Whenever the price of raw material 
drops there always seems to be some 
reason which prevents the advantage from 
being passed on to the consumer in the 
form of lower prices. A large firm of 
wholesale tailors, on being approached re- 
garding a reduction in their prices for 
finished garments, in view of the drop in 
the wool market, replied that there would, 
undoubtedly, have been a reduction follow- 
ing the course of the price of wool, but 
that the increase in the cost of silk had 
added to the cost of production and null- 
fied the advantage of the lower prices 
ruling for wool. In view of the quantity 
of silk to be found in the ordinary factory 
made garments, the explanation is at least 
ingenious. 


Twe-Seater Taxicabs. 


Two-seater taxicabs. it is believed, wi!! 
be recommended for London by the com- 
mittee appointed by the Home Office. 
which met to-day to consider its fin:! 
report. The committee was asked to 
‘renort whether two-seater cabs should be 
hallowed to ply for hire in the London 
streets, and, if so, what the fares should 
be. It is understood that the committee 
has returned an affirmative answer, an 
that a sixpenny minimum will be suc- 
gested as the fare. the distance for the 
minimum being three-quarters of a mile. 
Should these wroposals be adopted, there.

Five months ago the Dail passed a reso- 
lution requesting the Committee to frame 


b>» impossible for any person to introduce 
a bill of divorce a vinculo matrimonit. 
When the motion was sent to the Senate 
fer approval Lord Glenavy ruled it out cf 
order on the ground that it was an attempt 
to legislate by resolution. 

Yesterday the Senate was invited to con- 
sider the Committee's report. It decided 
to adjourn the discussion until next 
Wednesday, and by 15 votes against 13 
alopted a resolution which, it suggested, 
should be substituted for that passed hy 
the Dail. 

The gist of the resolution is that s 
Standing Order shall be framed under 
which bills of divorce a vinculo matrimonit 
must receive a first reading in each House 
of the Oireachtas before they can be pro- 
ceeded with in the Senate. 

Thus, if the Dail accepts the resolution, 
the Legislature will provide facilities for 
any person who wants to promote a bill 
of divorce which carries the right to re- 
marry. The Dail, however, will be able 
to kill any bill of the kind by refusing 
it a first reading. 

The feature of yesterday's débate was 
a remarkable speech by Dr. W. B. Yeats, 
in which he attacked high dignitaries of 
both the Church of lreland and the Roman 
Catholic Church on their attitude towards

COMPULSION. : 
That is to say, you are to legislate on 
purely theological grounds, and you are to 
force your theology apon persons who are not 
of your religion. It is not a question of find- 
ing it fegally difficult to grant to a minorit 
what the majority does not wish for itself, 
for you are to insist upon members of the 
Church of Ireland, or members of any Church, 
taking a certain view of biblical criticism or 
of the authority of the text upon which that 
criticism is based, which they obviously do 
not take. : 
If you legislate upon such grounds, there is 
no reason why you should stop there. There 
is no reason why you should not forbid 
civil marriage altogether, seeing that civil 
marriage is not marriage in the eyes of the 
Church, and that it is just as much in 
morality according to that view as the re- 
marriage of divorced persons is according to 
men like Dr. Byrne.

FATHER FINLAY. 
I have nothing but respect for Dr. Byrne. 
I am told that he is an accomplished and 
courtly man and the speech from which I 
havo made an extract, thou hI think it an 
unwise speech, was charitable in form. But 
what am I to say to the following extract 
from an article by Father Peter Finlay? 
‘The refusal to legalise divorce is no 
denial of justice to any section of. our 
people; it is no infringement of the civil 
and religious liberties which our Consti- 
tution grants to all. As well say that 
prohibition of '“Suttee ” is a denial 
justice to an Indian widow. The Indian 
widow had a far clearer right to do her- 
self to death on her husband's funeral 
pyre (her religion imposes it upon her as 
a duty) than any member of a Christian 
community can have to put away his wife 
and enter into a state of public legalised 
adultery. England acted justly and in 
fulfilment of a plain and grave moral obli- 
gation when she forbade Suttee in India ; 
the Irish Free State will act justly and 
in fulfilment of a plain and grave moral 
obligation in refusing to legalise absolute 
divorce and re-marriage among our 
selves.” 

In a previous part of the essay he compares 
divorce to polygamy, robbery and murder. J 
know little or nothing of Father Peter Finlay’s 
career. It may have been eminent and dis- 
tinguished; but I do not think that any 
member of this House will follow with 
pleasure the leadership of a man who uses 
words of such a monstrous Fuar - 
descriving the practice approved by the mos 
civilised S ak of aa ede world: by 
Germany, by England, by France, by 
America, and by the Scandinavian nations. 
He must know that, judged by every kind of 
statistics, by every standard except the nar- 
rowest, these nations, by the greatness of 
their works, show that they exceed us in 


virtue, 
BISHOP OF MEATH. 

Father Peter Finlay has been supported by 
an ecclesiastic of the Church of Ireland, the 
Bishop of Meath, who has even excelled him 
in invective; perceiving, no doubt, that in- 
dissoluble marriage which he insists upon, for 
the guilty parties at an 
countries made men and women exceedingly 
tolerant of certain forms of sexual immorality, 
he declares that every erring husband or 
erring wife should be treated as a forger or 
a murderer; he hesitates, as it seems, between 
execution or a long term of imprisonment. 

But, whereas the opinion of various Catholic 
ecclesiastics has probably influenced that of 
members of this House, [ say with 
confidence that the ‘opinion of 
the Bishop of Meath has not affected 
a single vote. It is a glory of the 
reformed Churches that in all matters affect- 
ing legislation, even where religion is itself 
involved, the clergy carry merely the weight 
of their individual knowledge and capacity. 

The right of divorce and many other rights 
were won by the Protestant nations in the 
teeth of most bitter opposition from their 
clergy. The living, changing, discovering, 
advancing human mind cannot base its legis- 
lation, as its clergy would have it, upon some 
doubtful interpretation of some doubtful 
passage in the Gospels. 

HISTORICAL ACCURACY. 

The ecclesiastics who have spoken upon 
this question have all quoted a passage in 
St. Matthew upon divorce and marriage. 
There is nota km of any eminence in the 
world who considers the Gospels historical 
documents in the stritt sense of those words. 
Their importance is devotional, not historical. 
They were written long after the events 
which they record; probably two generations 
after, and certainly when there was no living 
man who had heard the words or seen the 
events recorded, and they contradict one 
another on essential points. For an eccle- 
stastic to ask a statesmen to base his legisla- 
tion upon the assumption that any particular 
passage possesses historical validity is to 
appeal to public ignorance. 

’ossibly the majority of persons who advo- 
cate indissoluble marriage are under the im- 
pression that it preserves sexual morality. I 
wonder whether they have made an attempt 
to discover whether it preserves it in Spain, 
Italy, or in South America. I notice that 
we do not propose to copy these, nations in 
our economics, in our agriculture, or in our 
technical education.

NO NEW SCHOOLS. 


REPLY BY LORD 
LONDONDERRY. 
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From Our Betrast CORRESPONDENT. 


POLITICAL crisis of an acute kind 

is developing in Northern Ireland, 
following the refusal of the Ministry of 
Education (over which Lord Londonderry 
presides) to meet the wishes of the Pro- 
testant Churches and the Orangemen in 
reference to religious instruction in the 
primary schools, on the lines of the 
amending Education Act, which was 
passed recently. 

Whether this attitude is influenced by 
Lord Londonderry as head of the depart- 
ment, or by the permanent head of the 
Education Department, who was brought 
to Northern Ireland from Scotland, and is 
credited with the desire to force the Scot- 
tish education system on Nortliern Ire- 
land, is not known. 

JULY 12th RESOLUTIONS. 

The responsibility, however, is being 
placed upon Lord Londonderry, as head 
of the Ministry, and indirectly a serious 
position is developing for the whole 
Northern Government. In another month 
the Orangemen will be meeting for their 
annual Twelfth of July demonstrations, 
and some of their resolutions will certainly 
deal with what the Orangemen regard as 
an exceedingly unsatisfactory position. 

Practically all the members of the 
Northern Government, including the 
Prime Minister, who have promised to 
speak at the Twelfth demonstrations this 
year, will be in an awkward position, 
unless a decision upon the education ques- 
tion is reached, for they will not be able 
to ignore the subject. 

ASSEMBLY'’S RESOLUTION. 

The General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church, in Belfast yesterday, 
unanimously adopted the following resolu- 
tion :— 

1.—The Assembly expresses its regret that 
the Ministry of Education, relying upon a 
legal interpretation of Section V. of the 
Government of Ireland Act, 1920, which is 
not in accordance with the views of two 
eminent and leading lawyers, who advised the 
united Committee of the Protestant Churches 
and the County Grand Loyal Orange Lodge 
of Belfast, and which was not allowed to 
operate when the Ministry of Education 
thonght proper to apply public monies to the 
teaching of jhe particular religious beliefs of 
another Communion, has deliberately declined 
to take advantage of the Amending Act of 
1925, and to sanction the imcorporation in 
deeds of transfer of schools conditions pro- 
viding for Bible teaching, as heretofore given 
under the Rules of the National Board. The 
Assembly expresses the hope that the 
Ministry of Education may see its way to re- 
consider this matter and to give effect to the 
representations that have been made to the 
Government on behalf of the Protestant 
Churches and the County Grand Lodge of 
Belfast. 

1§.—The Assembly expresses the hope that 
members of Borough and County Councils will 
refrain from assisting the Ministry of Educa- 
tion to secularise the system of Education in 
Ulster in building large schools (at the ex- 

mse of the ratepayers until some guarantee 
is given that the Bible shall be taught by the 
responsible teachers of the schools. 

Already some authorities, who are now 
recommended not to proceed with the 
building of new schools, have deferred 
decisions pending the settlement of the 
dispute. The Belfast Corporation recently 
decided to postpone expenditure upon 
several schools that had been transferred, 
and also in regard to new schools. 

“HOLDING UP” WORK. 

At the Assembly to-day, Mr. Thompson 
Donald ‘pointed out that these postpone- 
ments would prevent much-needed. work 
going to the unemployed; but the 
Assembly did not alter its resolution, ap- 
parently holding the view that the Govern- 
ment must accej't responsibility for such a 
result. 

Mr. Thompson Donald also declared 
that, as hard-headed Ulster people, they 
wished ‘‘ something clean, something 
definite, and something straight.” and that 
they felt that behind the scenes there was 
something which he called “the hidden 
hand.”’

HOSPITAIS. 


RECEPTION BY THE 
PRESIDENT. 


66 WF are delighted to be in Ireland 

and to have the opportunity of 
meeting the Irish doctors, so many of 
whom are well-known contributors to the 
Americah medical journals, and so many 
of whom have already visited our Ameri- 
can hospitals, that we feel well acquainted 
with them.” 

Dr. Charles J. Mayo, President of the 
Inter-State Post-Graduate Assembly of 
American Doctors, made this statement to 
the Jrish Times reporter on his arrival yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Mayo, with the first section of his 
party, numbering about 380, arrived at 
‘the North Wall yesterday morning, hav- 
ing travelled direct from Liverpool in two 
steamers. 

The majority arrived at 7.45 a.m. on the 
s.s, Graphic, which was chartered from 
the Belfast Steamship Company by the 
British and Irish Steamship Company. 
The smaller party travelled on the s.s. 
Lady Limerick, which berthed shortly 
afterwards. 

On arrival Dr. Mayo was welcomed per- 
sonally by Sir William de Courcy Wheeler 
and a Reception Committee representative 
of the medical professions. With com- 
mendable despatch the party got through 
the Customs, and soon were seated in 4 
waiting fleet of motor cars and char-a- 
bancs, and conveyed to hotels in the city 


and suburbs. 
TOUR OF THE HOSPITALS. 

At 9.30 the party assembled at the Royal 
College of Physicians, where they were re- 
ceived by Sir William Thompson, President 
of the College, with whom were Dr. Kirk- 
patrick, Registrar, and Dr. Montgomery. 
Final instructions as to the programme were 
given, and after a short interval, under the 
uidance of Mr. D. Barrett, assisted by a 
body of students, the party were allocated to 
motor conveyances and despatched to the 
various city hospitals, where arrangements 
had been made by doctors and staffs to 
convey a complete impression of the nature 
and quality of the work carried on daily “in 
each of these institutions. 

At a number of the hospitals the visitors 
were entertained to luncheon. 

In the afternoon the doctors attended a 
reception at University College, Earlsfort 
terrace, where they were welcomed by- Dr.

Dr. Mayo said they had operated on 24,000 
cases of Grave's disease in the last twenty 
years.

NEW SECRETARYSHIP 
OF STATE, 


PRIME MINISTER'S 
STATEMENT. 


THRESHOLD OF GREAT 
DEVELOPMENT. 


Captain Wedgwood Benn, in the House 
of Commons yesterday, asked whether the 
Prime Minister could state what changes 
it was proposed to make in the organisa- 
tion and designation of the Colonial Office. 

Mr. Baldwin said that the Government 
had come to the conclusion that the exist- 
ing organisation of the Colonial Office was 
no longer in correspondence with the actual 
constitutional position of the Empire, and 
was inadequate to the extended variety of 
the. work thrown upon it. It failed, more 
particularly, to give sufficiently clear 
recognition to the profound difference 
between the work of communication and 
consultation with the self-governing 
partner-nations of the British Common- 
wealth and the administrative work of con- 
trolling and developing the Colonies and 
Protectorates, for whose welfare the House 
was directly responsible. 

The following changes were, therefore, 
proposed : — 

1.—The conduct of affairs with the 
Dominions would be under a separate 
new Secretaryship of State for 
Dominion Affairs, with its own Parlia- 
mentary Under-Secretary of State, 
who would also act as Chairman of the 
Overseas Settlement Committee and 
Permanent Under-Secretary of State, 

2.—For reasons of practical con- 
venience the new Secretaryship of 
State would continue to be vested in 
the same person as the holder of the 
Secretaryship of State for the Colonies, 
and the Department of Dominion 
Affairs would continue to be housed in 
the Colonial Office. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald—Do 
Dominions agree to that change? 

Mr.. Baldwin—The Government have 
been in communication with them through- 
out, and the matter, I hope, will be dis- 
cussed on the Colonial Office vote. 


MR. AMERY AND THE CHANGE. 

Mr.. Amery, Secretary for the Colonies, pre- 
siding at the annual dinner of the Corona 
Club in London last night. referred to the 
Prime Minister's announcement in FParlia- 
nm@nt that a new Secretaryship of State for 
Dominion Affairs was to be ¢reated. with its 
own Parliamentary and pernianent Under- 
Secretaries 

The establishment of this new organ of 
Government, he said, recognised the profound 
difference between the work of communicsa- 
tion and consuitation between the British Go- 
vernment and the Governments of the partner 
nations in the British Commonwealth, and 
the work of administration and development 
in that greet Colonial field for which Parlia- 
ment was still directly responsible. That 
division was a recognition oí a point of view 
put forward by the Dominians’ representa- 
tives at more than one Imperial Conference, 
but it was much more than a concession to 
sentiment --it was a concession to the needs 
of the work that had too be done. He be- 
lieved that we were on the threshold of great 
Colonial development.

O the end the struggle for the Irish 
Close Amateur Championship was 
intensely interesting, but youth was not to 
be denied, and Mr. Robertson won the 
championship at the 54th hole yesterday 
at Portmarnock.

We have, for example, 
the g ve Budget, the fanciful Shannon 
scheme and a great variety of smaller jokes. 
In the latter category may be included the 
proposal to demolish the Nelson Pillar: when 
all round aboyt it cries aloud for restoration. 
Talking of public statues of admirals in this 
connection, perhaps, may be allowed to 
igress and tell a curious story.

In due course the 
error was, some years later, officially rectified 
by a fresh official sculptor, who, with mallet 
and chisel, cut_off the apocryphal whiskers— 
the only recorded case of the public shaving 
of a marble statue.

I do not know 
of any country other than Ireland in ‘which 
there is the same apparent indifference as to 
whether the farmers of the country have at 
their disposal the funds necessary for that 
annual production that is required for the 
support of all classes. To arrange that funds 
Should be available is not an impossible task. 

The genera] public should understand that 
they are living, and many are prospering, at 
the farmers’ ‘expense. They render services 
to one another rather than to the farmer, and 
the farmer pays. He is taxed and rated on 
visionary profits that he has - never ~ made, 
He has to pay labourers’ wages for months 
at a time when there is no sale for farm 
produce. Where is the capital for this. to 
come from? He gs plenty of good advice 
and “plain truths." No one knows his 
faults much better than he.does himself. You 
tell him to grow “baby beef*’ when. he 
cannot buy a few calves to eat his grass. 
You tell him to feed his pigs and cattle on 
home-grown barley when you do not knew the 
Ce We. of production _ ang risks  jn- 
volved.
